Wtth oeremonles aurpaasing In 
magnificence and Impressiveness any 
«oc!«staattoaI event that has over 
taken place In the South, the Cath- 
olic Abbey In the little town of 
Belmont extraordinary privileges and 
raised to the dignity of a Cathedral 
Abbey. It is the first "Abbatla 
Nullliis" in the \Ve«|i-ni heniispheio. 

At the hea<l <>r the large number 
of prominent Catholic clergy who 
took i>art in tlu' HoW-nm (eromonles 
wiTc tlie Most Rev. Monsignor Dio- 
meili' Fali'onio. thi- Aiwatolic Dele- | 
jrate, the offl<laI rei)resentaitlve of 
l*oi>e Hlus X., and who promulgated 
the mandate o( the Pope oonlenlng 
this hi«heat honor on B«lmo&t Ab- 
bay. Btabop Leo Hatd, VIoar Ac>os- 
t»Uc of North Carolina and Abbot of 
B^mooA Abbey, was also a moat 
Important fisure, second only to 
Ai>ostollc Delegate. 

By cie<aing Belmont Abbey lato a 
<'athedral Abbey, technically known 
in the churoh as an "Abbatla 
Xnlllus," I'ope Pins X. lia« conferred 
the hlghist honor or (Ilg)iily possl- 
hle. The .\bbey han complete and 
indep<'ndent jurisdiction in all eccle- 
siastical matters in the eight ad- 
jacent counties, fthilo ri'taiiniig the 
adniinisir itioii of the entire St^te of 
N'oi th ( iirollna until In the course 
i>f at fairs dioces<'8 shall be estab- 
llHhed. This may not come In this 
generation. 

The Papal bull, dated June l.^>. 
1910, confers upon the Abbot of 
Bflmnt estraordlnasy privilegee and 
makes the Abbey church equal in 
Tl!,'ht atld iK>\ver to any Cathedral 'In 
I lie laud. There Is no Cathedral 
Abbey in the United States or in 
North America outaide of Itelmont 
and probably there will be none, as 
all othi']- liciiclif^llne .^bbey? cTts' in 
tanonical organized dioceses, wnlcl. 
could not tx' disiu<'Uil)ere<l. 

llelinont Ahhey was foun led iu 
IsTi',, under far from eucouragiug 
»-<(Uilltions. The South had not rc- 
covcied froiu the ravages of the civil 
war, and the Catholic church had 
few friends in that section and esjic- 
clally In North Carolina. Two propo- 
altions were placed before the 
t'niapter of St. Vincent's, the Bene- 
dictine Arobabbey of BeaUy. Pa., in 
1876. On« was a Weatern university, 
very promising, with a liberal guar- 
antee, and the other a plantation or 
wilderness In the woods of North 
Carolina. The plantation was a gift 
to Vicar Apostolic f;ibbon8 (now 
(Cardinal and Archbishop of Balti- 
more) from ttw Rev. .Jeremiah 
O'Coitliell. To the great amazement 
of all the South the proiiosif Ion was 
accepted, and a band of Henedic.t.ines 
was Rent immediately to found a 
monastery on the site known as 
( aid well's Place, in Gaston county. 

The monks dwelt In a log cabin, 
built a frame chapel, erected a small 
brick oollege and belpan at once tiie 
task of Instructing the Oatliolic boys 
of the South. The att«nidance at 
first w«a small and the work of sus- 
taining the oollege was most diffi- 
cult, but by "work and prayer," the 
Benedictine motto, they succeeded in 
time. 

The Southern Benedictine missions 
of Richmond and Savannah were 
made independent in ISHI, and Bel- 
mont Abbey was nia<le their mother 
hoiifie. Pope IjCO XIII. giving the 
ni()ua.sterv its official title. 'I'his 
■vas a great honor to ho ho|K>le»s and 
Hidigent an abbey, whl<'h could not 
at that time claim a single priest as 
its own and could show only bare 
possibilities of ever sending forth 
home Instructed priests. 

In the history of Belmont Abbey 
important erenu foltowed In rapid 
•ucoesston. Tbe oollege was en- 
larged in 1889; tbe forest gave place 
to fertile plantations under the dil- 
igent teborln« hands of the lay 
brother; stables, barns and other 
outbuttdtaiss were ereoted, modern 
improvementa installed in both col- 
lege and monaatery. and everything 
showed |)rogre«8. In August, 1890, 
Bishop Haid was elect<'d President by 
the annual chaiiter of the Caslnese 
Congre.gation. He held the offke 
i^or two terms, but owing to tbe many 
important duties laid ujVon the 
Bishop-Abbot he was forced to de- 
cline a tblrd nomination. The next 
important hMpoataga in the abbey's 
Uttt'yrtSi 'ttu Wying of the corner- 
atone of (the new Abbey church on 
St. Patriok'a day, 1892, and then the 
tledicK.iion on St. Leo's day, 1894, by 
Carainal Gibbons. Many Bishops, 
Abbots and prieets from every part 
of the counrtry were present to wit- 
ness the dedication ceremonies. Tbe 
Aibboy chtirc.li is a beaiitirul Bpeci- 
men of Crolhic Brchilecturo. built of 
lirick anil granite trimming. The 
cost of ( relating the edifice, aside 
from tbo labor Of tbe monks them- 
Holvas, approaches closely tiiwn 
$10,000. In the following year the 
monastery was again enlarged and 
jdace made for (the accommodation 
of more atudents in the college 
These and many minor Improve- 
menta placed Belmont Abbey among 
the first of atonaatlc laatltuttona in 
the Soutb.

ten a tbnely artiole on "Sodai 
Study," wbioh is worth csreful read- 
ing. Father Plater is widely and 
favorably known, and bis writings 
have been commended.

The word "study" may possibly 
alarm my readers, and their alarm 
may be Increastnl when the word 
"social" Is iireflxed to it. They will 
picture a formidable array of Blue 
Books, or a row of the stodgy vol- 
umes on wx'iology which |>our al- 
most dally from the press. "We have 
no time and no inclination for social 
study," they will protest. "We have 
our work to do all day. and our few 
spare hours are needed for rest and 
relaaalion. Let tbe experts find out 
the eocial problem amoncst them- 
selves and leave us In peace." 

As to the Pope's view of the mat- 
ter there can be no doubt. "The 
social quesition," says the present 
Pontiff, "deserves to have all the 
Catholic forces applied to it with 
the frroatest energy and constancy.'-' 
This Involves study, and st\idy not 
only by the exi>ertj> and leaders, hut 
by the rank iin.l file. Catholics In all 
the various londitions of life niust 
learn to take an ititelllgent Interest 
in the social question. Otherwise 
(heir "energy and constancy" will he 
almlets and even harmful. All can 
and ought to contribute to what I 
may, call the corporate Catholic so- 
oial experience. Tbe priest and the 
layman, the worker and the student, 
rich and jlbor, all can help to throw 
light on this most difficult of 
problems. "It Is for Catholics to 
take the initiative In all true social 
profrrees, to show themselves the 
steadfast defenders and enlightened 
••ounselors of the weak and defense- 
less, to be the champions of the 
eternal i(rinclpl»»8 of Ju»tlce and 
Christiait civilization." .So wrote 
l.,eo XI 11. To the same conclusion 
we are driven by the principles of 
our religion. To be a ('atholic Is 
something very great, and splendid 
and responsible. It Is not a mere 
name to be worn lightly. It Involves 
a new way of life. We can not take 
our standard from the people about 
us, for we have divine standards ot 
our own. And we are "standard 
bearers " in every seoiM' Of tbe term, 
for "the charity of Christ urgetu 
us" not only to school ourselves lu 
the divine law, but to impress it 
u|)on all about us. Society is badl;' 
out of joint and we must "take the 
initial i\e " in tlu' task of resetting it 
This involves i>relimiiiary study. 

Catholic s(>( iai action is poles 
asunder from mere philanthropy. It 
Is 111 up by a motive which raises it 
to supernatural dignity. We must 
not keep our Catholicity and our 
social actton In water-tight lompai l- 
meats. The former must express it- 
self thTougih the latter. The two 
must be Intimately blended. Our 
lellglon should urge us to strenuous 
and enlightened efforts on behalf of 
the ]>oor and suffering. It should 
lead us to avail ourselves of the 
very best and most effective meth- 
ods, and 11 should prevent our being 
content with that sli|i-shop and in- 
discriminate charity which- in these 
days may <lo more harm than good. 
H' we really love the i)oor for 
^'hrist's aake, we Hhall take i>alnB 
to relieve them offe<-fively ; and to 
relieve them effectively involves 
care>ful study. It is easy to toss haU- 
rowns to the poor, supposing we 
:iave the haU-orowns. It is easy, 
but it is futUe. If our charity takes 
no other Dorm, sevefal very terrible 
'.hings will Ihsippen. In tbe first 
^lace, we shall find that our poor 
are being drawn away from us, and 
lost to the faith. For we with our 
half-orowus can not oomi>ete against 
the growing organizations which are 
Attempting to deal with the problem 
of deatltutlon and iineniploynifnt on 
srldeir lines. This movement is In- 
evitable, and instead of opposing it, 
we should take our |>art in it and 
;lve it a Catholic color. In the 
♦econd |)lace meie indoleut philan- 
thropy will but increase the ap- 
iwlliug numbur of our own destitute. 
Anyone who knows the legions of 
'submierged" Cathoilos muat feel 
that the problem can sot be solved 
by JndkKrlmlmate aknarglvlng. We 
have got to build these people up, 
and to do so we must begin by a 
Concerted study of their conditions. 
At iM-esent we are half-strangled by 
tbe dead weight of our disorganised 
poor. The spectacle of their misery 
<(hould stir lis to businesslike action, 
based on careful study. That may do 
•iOtne;hing to 8to|i th<' leaUag(' which 
Is due lar.u'f ly to e((inomlc proKsure. 
Our charity will be none the leejs 
'iwrilorious for being enlightened. 

Our faltb provides us with sound 
prinoiples of social reform. It pro- 
vides us with the <taLgheat of motives, 
and with suipernatural helps of 
which other social reformers feel the 
lack. But It does not provide us 
with ready-made inetbods of giving 
effect to our obartty. This deonaads 
ftudy. We should take pains to

When the successor of Sir John 
Knill, the Catholic Mayor of Lon- 
don, WMS elected, the heckler started 
a new subject, for when Sir Vesey 
Strong wtejiped forward. Sir Robert 
Rogers, one of the liverymen. in- 
stantly <lcnLanded to know whether 
he would attend St. Paul i .ithe.iral 
on all great occasions and public 
functions, this of course being a 
rafereaoe to Sir John KnlU's custom 
as a good Catholic of sendiag a dep- 
uty to such functions. Sir Veaey, 
being a Protestant, of course replied 
in tbe affirmative. But this was 
not Miough for the bigot, who en- 
deavored to cast a cloud over the 
memory of the outgoing Lord Mayor, 
by stating his adherence to his faltb 
had given grave offense to the 
nltlxens of London, which is ( cr- 
talnly an untruth, lie then went on 
to ask if the new Lord Mayor, in 
oase he was elected, would agree to 
attend no other place of worship 
than a Protetasot one. "Certainly 
not," came the firm and decided 
answer, whteh was received with 
loud applause. Sir Vesey added that 
occasion might easily arise, ss the 
death of a foreign sovereign, et(.. 
when it would be his duty and his 
desire to attend other servloee than 
a church of Kngland one, and added 
that the I<ord Mayor should be the 
sr-rvant of all and exclude none. "I 
will attend any service," he con- 
cluded, "from a Roman Catholic 
Cathedral to a Salvation Army bar- 
racks." The same question was put 
by the same interlocutor to the al- 
ternative candidate. Sir Thomas 
Corsby. who also d(^ litie<l kp uive miy 
pledge not to attend oih. : 'laces of 
worship, adding: ''iheie is no 
bigotry with me," Eventually Sir 
Thomas Vesey Strong was declared 
Lord Mayor elect. It will be a source 
of gratification to many to see the 
first attemrpt to revive old disabilities 
and sectarian hatred crushed by two 
broad-minded members of tbe cor- 
poration of London. •

Leitrlm is one of the most 
peculiarly shaped counties in Ire* 
land. It oonslsu of two parts, al- 
most wholly separated from one 
another by Lo,ugh Allen. Tbe 
northwest part touches tbe Atlantic 
Ooean, having a coast of two and a 
half mlle^ on IVinegal Day. Tbe 
greatest length of the two parts 
taken together, from Donegal Bay to 
the southern extremity near Drum- 
llsh, li^ I.,ongford, Is fifty-one miles. 
The breadth of the' northwestern 
part of the county, from tbe 
twundary near Balliutogher in Sligo 
to I'pper I»ugh McN<'an is seventeen 
miles. The breadth of the southern 
liert from l»ugh Boderg to the 
boundary near Killygar is eighteen 
miles, "The area ot the county is 61S 
miles and tbe population Is 90,000. 
Almost tbe entire county Is moun- 
tainous or hilly. 

Tbe most remarkable mountain in 
the whole county is Slleve Amerin, 
1,922 feet high. In the northwest- 
ern portion of tbe'county Is an end- 
less succession of summits of all 
heights up to l.TOfl feet. Two miles 
west of .Manothamilton Is the c n- 
spicuous nioutitain Itetibo, l,3G,"i feet 
UIJ, 

Leitrim takes its name from the 
village of Leitrlm. near the Shan- 
non. The word signifies gray ridge. 
Like nearly every county In Ireland, 
Leitrlm is well watered. The Shan- 
non, coming from Cavan, forms the 
boundary for a mile and a half; 
then crossing the narrow neck con- 
necting the two parts of Leitrlm for 
another mile and a bait, it enters 
Lough Allen; and from that down to 
a i>olnt a little below Boosky, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles. It forms 
■the western boundary of the coun^i-- 
The Kllcoo, the Drowse, the Bradoge, 
the Duff, the Bonet, the Owenaylo 
and the Agacashlaun are only a few 
of the streams that water the terri- 
tory of Leitrim. 

Like the neighboring counties ot 
Tavan, Fermanagh and Roscommon, 
I.ieltrim Is dotted all over with lakes. 
Lough Allen, In ttie middle of the 
''ounty, is eight and a half miles 
long and three miles wide. It is 
nearly surrounded by hills, so that 
It oocuples the bottom ot a basin, 
down the slopes of which rivers pour 
into tbe lake from every side. Lougb 
Melvin, Lough Macnean, Derrycaasan 
Lake, Lough Bofin, Lough Boderg. 
Lough Oiil, Olenear Lake' and 
Cloonty Lake are among the many 
noted In song and story. 

Carrlck-on-8hannon Is Leltrim's 
assize town, though its population la 
less than 1,500. Manorhamllton, 
Ballinaniore and Drunishanbo are 
Btlll smaller towns, but each Is full 
of historic interest. Lough Allen 
occuiues the ( eiit*>r of the great 
Connaught (oal district, a con- 
siderable iK)rtion of which belongs 
in Leitrlm. There are coal pits In 
several places around the lake, «ipe- 
clally at and near Slleve Anlerin, 
the coal being used for smelting pur- 
poses. Iron ore abounds on Slleve 
Anlerin, and tbe mines were worked 
for s long period. The name ot the 
bill signifies mountain of iron. 

Le!trlm was formerly called 
Brefny O'Rourke. It was the prin- 
cipality ot the O'Rourkes. Tbe 
barony of Rosclogher was formerly 
possessed by the MacClancys; and 
the southern level of the county was 
originall.s the territory of the .Mac- 
Rar.nalls, or Reynolds.
